In accordance with MPEP 609 and 37 C.F.R. §§ L56, 1.97 and 1.98, Applicant brings 
the attached references to the Examiner's attention and requests that they be considered and 
made of record in this application. Also attached is a completed PTO-1449 form. No fee is 
believed to be due for this Information Disclosure Statement. However, if a first Office 
Action on the merits was mailed before the filing date of this Information Disclosure 
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Japanese Unexamined Patent Apphcation Publication 2000-125712 discloses a 
spinning reel having a rotor braking member 15. The rotor braking member 15 has an 
annular engagement member 14 and an elastic rubber ring 13 that is coupled within the 
engagement member 14. An engagement member 12 extends toward the engagement 
member 14 via a spring 11. When the engagement member 12 engages the engagement 
member ±4 as shown in Figure 1 1, the engagement member 14 slides against the elastic ring 
1 3 and generates braking force. 

Japanese Unexamined Patent Application Publication 2000-093052 discloses a 
spinning reel having an annular engagement member 9 and an engagement pawl 12. The 
engagement member 9 has convexties 9" and projections 9'. The engagement pawl 12 holds 
the bail 4 in the line-releasing position as shown in Figures 9 and 11 even when the 
engagement pawl 12 is positioned against one of the projections 9*, since the engagement

pawl 12 rotates the engagement member 9 against the urging force of the spring 11 and 
ultimately engages one of the convexities 9" to retain the bail 4 in the line-releasing position.
